business. Custom and fashion have very 
closely restricted the localities availabie for 
such purposes. Anybody who wants to suc- 
ceed must get intg one of those localities, and 
the competition for them therefore makes the 
price high. The appraisal will probably raise 
the pretensions of the holders ot property in 
other parts of the city, but it is really no cri- 
terion for the realestate market in general. 
The Taylor Block on Monroe street, which, with 
the leasehold interest, was sold for 
$250,000, had been im the market for 
some time, and has been sought for hotel 
and other purposes. It is in a part of the city 
where it will always command good tenants. 
The “exact terms on which the property was 
transferred (aside from the price) bave not 
been made public. The auction sale of lots 
near the Millard Avenue Station was another 
important incident of the week’s record. The 
offerings were well taken, and it is gratifying 
to know that the property went into tne hands | 
of the laboring people. The sale of small lots 
and small houses was the only feature of the 
business at the offices of the agents. Two or 
three concerns reported that they had done 
well in that respect. The inquiry for large 
properties by capitalists was good, but they 
complained that there was none for sale. 
Owners held their land and buildings at ad- 
vanced prices, and some of those who want to 
seil insist that the property shail not be paid 
for in full because the seiler would not know 
what to do with bis funds. 


The demand for rents was very slack—more 


so than usual at this time of the year. There 
are a great many empty houses, and a number 
of good offices in the Chamber of Commerce 
quarter go begging.

It is thought that if the question of having a 
Vaiuation Committee could have been put ton 
vote at the monthly meeting of the 
tate Board last week the measure would have 
been adopted, and that it will be carried at the 
next meeting. Those members who have given 
the subject the most aitention are convinced 
that it will be a wise move. They nave can- 


vassed the objections to it, and ‘believe *— b 


they can be successfully met, One of these 
objections is that the board by electing such a 
committee would deprive some of the mem- 
bers of n part of their business. Of 
course every real-estate man is called 
upon more or less to furnish intending 
purchasers with estimates oi the value

er way of taking them. It is a question of de- 
light. Asaéebooi running at high pressure, 
the Thomas seaeon is ail very well; there are 
few places in the world where a student or 
conuoisseur can hear so much of the best or- 
chestral music of all schools in so short a time 
as at a Tuomas summer-nights’ season. But 
this fairy-like protusion in one season implies 
a compensating barrenness at all otmers. An 
intelligent person might live in Chicago for 
many years without knowing of the existence 
ot such a thing as asympbony, provided he 
took his vacation in July and kept away from 
the May Festival. For want of a home or- 
chestra we lose an important element out of 
our musical life, and, which many will think 
more serious, we sbow ourselves to be 
12 Vincial.“ This, of course, is shock- 
ing to a sensitive pocketbook and to the 
man who carries it. There is also the lack of 
accompaniments to important choral works

It is very evident from the figures given 
above, and from the general tation of this 
town as an amusement centre, not to mention 
the very large sume paid out this year for 
grand opera (aggregating not less than $160,- 
000), tha: the hard siedding of our musical or- 
ganizations is due to defective management. 
and not to a lack of public interest in bigh- 
class music, nor is it due to stinginess ot money. 
At all events, it is quite certain that this con- 
tinued dependence upon Theodore Thomas for 
our year’s supply of orchestral music is un- 
worthy of the claims and character of such a 
city as this. What is wanted is a good organ- 
er. The money is here, the demand is here, 
many of the necessary players are here. Like 
the policemen in The Pirates of Penzance.’’ 
We ure just about to go, but for some reason 
we don't go. 


MATERNA IN SAN FRANCISCO. 

It is sad to note that the Thomas season in 
San Francisco bas thrown at least one of the 
critics quite out of line, if the expression may 
be permitted. He gets on bravely with ail the 
concert until he gets down to Materna’s sing- 
ing of “Ocean, thou mighty monster, trom 
„Oberon.“ The similarity ot the composer's 
name to that of Wagner misleads him, both 
being spelied with a We,“ as Mr. Weller re- 
marked, and he goes on in the following un- 
equivocal but slightly mistaken terms: 

Weber's music is not easy to understand, and is 
not intelligibie to many. The few who profess to 
be able to comprehend its biare und bluster and in- 
tricacies of noise have invented a cant to express 
their sensations, which is not atthe command o 
ordinary mortais. However, the piece guve M 
terna a chance to display the brilliancy, force, and 
exquisit dramatic effect of her grand soprano voice. 
and it was easy to see that she at least understood 
and appreciated the heavy, forid music. 

This temporary aberration of the historico- 
critical faculty may perhaps be accounted for 
by the passage preceding it—a passage of ua- 
usual force and fervom He says: 

Massive of form and stately, Materna seemed to 
Ali the stage as she appeared. dressed in wory- 
colored satin, low-cut corsage, shoulders arms 
bare and all ablaze with diamonds and emeraida. 
Like some mighty gladiator, her physical propor- 
tions attracted attention at first, but when the fid- 
dies softly led the way and Materna opened her 
mouth to sing the audience lost their eyes for a 
time and became all ears. 


THE SUMMER OPERA. 

Tomorrow night Mr. Hess will open his eum- 
mer-nights season at the Exposition Building 
with Genee’s opera oft Nanon,” given by Mr.

The cuts 
were as follows: From page 62 of the English 
edition the chorus of villagers was omitted, 
the Beloved coming in immediately at the let- 
tere“ on page 68. A long cut was made at 
the beginning of Part IV., from page 193 to the 
letter H' on Axain on page 222, 
third line, there was a cut to the first line in 
230. The entire epilog was omitted. THE 
TRIBUNE is intormed that these cuts were the 
same as used in London under Mr. Mackenzie’s 
direction, and were received here by Mr. Tom- 
lins from Mr. Littieton, the present head of the 
firm of Noveilo & Co., publishers of the ** Rose 
of Sharon.” Those of the critics who had 
copies of the book with them at the perform- 
ance probably did not think the matter of cuts 
worth mentioning, in view of the great length 
of the work and the slight extent to which the 
continuity of the story was impaired by them. 


Prof. John C. Filimore’s *“* History of Piano- 
forte Muse“ bas been reprinted in England 
with a preface and sundry “editings’’ by Mr. 
Ridley Prentice. As the latter saw fit to re- 
verse Fillmore’s estimate of several of the 
minor oomposers, especially Weber and Men- 
delssohn, and to include several meauingiess 
works in the lists given of their more impor- 
tant composifions, the American author is not 
quite sure that be fully appreciates the bonor 
done him. To be made to go upon record in 
a foreign land in a set of opinions exactiy op- 
posit to those which a man has set down in 
bis book as it leaves his hand is not wholly a 
pleasant proceeding. The English - publishers 
apologize for ihe changes upon the ground of 
** provincialism” in Fillmore's judgment. The 
curious feature of the matter is that the opin- 
ions cast Out were in exact accordance with 
the best German criticism, while those put in 
their places, were provincial fossils of Men- 
deissohn, worshiping England. outgrown 
upon the Continent these twenty years. 
Prof. Fillmore. is at present engaged upon 
some new lessons in harmoay based upon the 
extraordinary innovations of Riemann in Ham- 
burg, and several other prominent German 
theorists. The system in question is a com- 
plete revolution from current theory upon the 
subject, and is thought to give the pupil his 
knowledge of chord relations in a form more 
easily assimilated ta his practical musical 
activity than is the case with Richter ana other 
standard works.

KANSAS OITY SUBSTITUTES THE CASLE 
FOR MULES—DEATH OF GEN. BOWMAN— 
HIS WAR-HORSE EXPIRES THZ SAME 
DAY. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., June 6.—/[Special.|—The 
cable railway is practically ready for opera- 
tion, the grip question has been settled. apd 
the grips are ready for use. The delay of the 
last few weeks was caused by the changes it 
was necessary to make in the cars to accommo- 


‘date the new grips. Cars were all built to ac- 


commodate a grip operated from the front end. 


| This grip, which was manufactured in New 


York, failed to meet the requirements of Kan- 
gas City’s hills. After a few trials it was aban- 
doned and the Chicago grip adopted. The 
Chicago grip operates from the mida- 
dle of the cars by a lever. It 
communicates the pressure to the cable and 
removes it much more rapidly than the grip 
operated from the end of the ar. The report 
that the cable company bas been trying to 
evade some patent for which $100,000 was de- 
manded is absurd. All grips are patented and 
subject to royalty, but it was only a question 
as to which one was best adapted to the topog- 
raphy ot Kansas City. It nas also been vague- 
ly rumored that Thomas, better known as 
„Boss,“ Corigan had purchased the patent 
right on the grip in use dy the 
cable. This report is even more absurd 
than the other. Mr. J. C. Tarsney, the &ttor- 
ney for the Corigan lines, said he had heard 
the report and that it was as absurd as it was 
false. He said Mr. Corigan does got own a 
cent’s worth of interest in any grip and that he 
does not want to buy any. By this time next 
week cable coaches will be giiding to ana fro 
on Bighth and Ninth streets, redeeming the 
city from the depressing effects of mules and 
bobtail cars. ,

TALK ABOUT THE CHOLERA. 

There is one subject, however, which ought 
to attract the attention of the vox populi, if it 
were only commonly serious. The vox bad 
such a tremendous scare last year when the 
cholera appeared in its neighborbood that any 
ways and means by which a recurrence of the 
scourge could be averted—any inventor of a 
system to keep it out of circulation should be 
hailed with joy and pleasure. Uniuckily, the 
French partake of the nature of the ostrich 
and bide their heads to escape the sight of dan- 
ger, thinking that sufficient for the day is the 
evil therecf. There is no cholera in France 
yet, at least no more than 
France endemicaily, but its presence is sig- 
naied in London, and south of the Pyrenees its 
ravages bave been alarming, and experience 
having proved that neither seas nor mountains 
are barriers to its. invasion, one would 
naturally suppose that some  precattion 
should be taken for its advents. Nothing of 
the kind; the ventilation of the hospitals is as 
bad as it bas ever been; the condition of the 
streets is as filthy as it ever has been known 
to be, and I have sought in vain in any of the 
medical journals of the metropolis for any in- 
teliigent opinion on the merits of that cholera 
cure, or rather cholera ventive, discovered 
by a Spanish physician, Drs Ferran, of which a 
brief summary has been commupicated to me 
by the editor of a magazine almost unknown 
even to the faculty, the Hydrological and Cli- 

Review of the 


matologieal Pyrenees. i 
Certainiy, Dr. an's discovery is a big 
thing, and should Ire. experiments confirm 
the results of those y made, cholera may 
be henceforth classed as a disease not more 
fatal than any other provided it be 
taken in time; or, it would be more correce 
were I to say, providing its a as an 
epidemic be made impossible by the employ- 
ment of a system of inoculation analogous to 
tho system of Dr. Jenner for small-pox, and 
still more to that of Pasteur for rabies. 

Last summer, when the cholera was at its 
greatest degree of virulence in Southern France, 
the German scientist, Dr. Koch, deciared, as 
the result of bis observations, ‘that the germ 
of the disease was contained in a so-called 
*comma-shaped bacillus,’ a species of para- 
site which was its most active agent of trans- 
mission. 

A vast deal of ink was wasted in the 
discussion of whether this parasite was a 
bacillus or which

This was satié- 
factory 30 far as guinea-pigs were 
concerned, but not quite conclusive as to the 
vaiue of the discovery in its relauon to human 
beings: wherefore the doctor next experiment- 
ed upon himeelf, upon several members of his 
own family, and upon several of his medical 
coileagues—Drs. Pauli, Gimeno, Colvie, and , 
Garin—in each case succeeding adatrably. 
The inoculadon, made with a morphine syr- 
inge, produced first a smarting seusation, and 
then a reddish, painful sweiling around the 
puncture, which decreased in the course of six 
hours, and disappeared entirely after three or 
four days, leaving no unpleasant effects behind 
it. Repeated on several occasions later on the 
same subjects, nOne of these phenomena were 
observable. aay 4

Tue Primary Election bill now pending be- 
fore the Ilinois Legislature is very defective. 
It is as follows: 


uc. 1. Be tt enacted, ete., That it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to vote at any primary 
election, or at any election called to select del- 
egates to any convention, called eltber for the 
purpose of nominating a candidate or candl- 
dates for omy bon elective office, or for the purpose 
of selecting other delegates to such convention, 
unless such pereon so voting, or offering to 
vote, would be a qualified elector in the district 
embraced within the cal! for said primary eleo- 
tion if the same was a general or special eleo- 
tion held under and in conformity with the gen- 
eral election laws of this State. 

Sec. 2. Ary person violating the . 
ot this act shail, on conviction 
fined in any sum = less than $100 nor more 
than $500, or — ument in the county jail 
not less than three nor more than six months, 
or both, in the discretion of the court. 


This bill fails to provide that the voter at a 
primary election shall be a member of the 
political party whitch has called such election, 
and the voting of hired Democrats at Repub- 
lican primaries, and vice versa, is one of the 
most flagrant abuses at the primaries. There 
is no provision for the swearing of judges, 
or the swearing of persons who are chal- 
lenged, or for keeping a poll-book, or for 
any of the safeguards which have been 
found necessary to protect elections from 
fraud. These points must be added td the 
bill if it is expected to be of any service, and 
the restraints and penalties of the General 
Election law should be incorporated so far as 
they are applicable. 


CHICAGO OFFICESEEKERS, 

Chicago has furnished the most persistent, 
importunate, and disreputable officeseekers 
who have visited Washington since Cleve- 
land was inaugurated. The City-Hall gang 
has been represented all the time. The two 
Democratic Congressmen from this city— 
Lawler and Ward—have been on hand most 
of the time. Distinguished Democratic pa- 
triots like Van Pelt, Colvin, Lieb, Ochs, Me- 
Garigle, Felton, Hildreth, and so on have 
kept within easy call. It has been a matter 
of surprise to the gang of which Mike Mo- 
Donald and Mackin have been the leaders— 
both of whom, by the way, have been in 
Washington—that the Government offices in 
Chicago have not long since been distributed 
among the boys.”

The term of the old Marshal 
expired a couple of weeks ago, but the place 
has not been filled. There are the offices of 
the Collector of Customs, Internal Revenue 
Collector, Appraiser, District Attorney, and 
various minor positions, but the President 
gives no sign of filling them. What does it 
mean ?

THE WHIPPING-POST FOR WOMAN- 


‘BEATERS. 
There have been two cases before the courts 


of this city during the last week which call 
loudly for the institution of the whipping- 
post as a corrective of wife and mother beat- 
ers. In one of these cases a young scoun- 
drel, who had been spending his money in 
whisky doggeries, houses of prostitution, 
and gambling hells, after squandering all his 
money came home and demanded more trom 
his aged, widowed mother, and, on her re- 
fusal, severely beat her, striking her in the 
face, knocking her down, and then robbed 
her. He had several times before beaten his 
mother until she gave him money to spend 
on licentiousness. 

In the other case one James E. Stewart, 
having some words with his aged mother, 
proceeded to brutally pound her. He was 
arrested and fined one hundred dollars, 
whereupon the foolish old lady bailed him 
out, In addition to these instances where 
brutes have beaten their mothers there have 
been several cases of cruel, villanous wife- 
beating. These cases, indeed, are so com- 


law that can be applied for its correction. It 
also operates to make conviction difficult that 
wives who are beaten are unwilling to testi- 
fy, even after they have made complaints. 
They have no remedy. They are 
mostly toreigners, and the church to 
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upon this subject by the Delaware represent - 
ative showing that the use of the whipping- 
post in that State for the punishment not 
only of wife-beaters, but of petty offenders 
of various kinds, had proved not only effect- 
ual in the cases of those whipped, but had 
been a deterrent to others who were dis- 
posed to play the brute. Its efficacy was 
specially illustrated by the statement that 
the same person was rarely whipped twice. 


WHEN WORKMBN SHOULD BE PAID. 

We have spoken elsewhere of mother and 
wife beaters and how they should be pun- 
ished to stop this species of abhorrent crime. 
In this connection there is a moral responsi- 
bility resting upon the employers. Tlie most 
of these brutes assault their wives when un- 
der the influence of liquor, and the practice 
followed by many employers of paying off 
their workmen Saturday evening tempts 
them to get intoxicated. When they receive 
their money they have a holiday before them. 
There is no work to be done the next day, 
It is a strong temptation to go to, a saloon 
and get a drink of whisky. They meet their 
companions and are introduced to others, and 
a general round of whisky-drinking ensues, 
in which they lose a portion of their wages. 
There is always a gang of, deadbeats, confi- 
dence-men, and ropers-in on the lookout for 
such workingmen, and their first move is to 
get them drunk, which makes it easy to 
relieve them of their money. Then before 
the workingman knows it his money 
is gone. He goes home drunk and ugly, 
quarrels with his wife, and finally knocks 
her down and pounds her. All this might 
be avoided in a large degree if employers 
would adopt the plan of paying their men 
Tuesday instead of Saturday. Strong tempta- 
tions would be removed from them. They] 
would save their money and have more for 
themselves and their family. They would 
be likely to go through the week sober, and 
when Sunday came there would be less prob- 
ability of a spree, because their money would 
have been used in the proper channels of 
helping the family. It would block the 
game of the sharks who hang about them 
Saturday. It might reduce the saloon reve- 
nue, but it would increase the family reve- 
nue. It would save the butcher, grocer, 
and landlord from robbery; save the fam- 
ily from being thrown into the street, 
perhaps, and materially reduce the 
number of wives and mothers who suffer 
assault at the hands of brutal sons and hus- 
bands, besides securing better work for the 
employers; for agnan who goes to his work 
Monday morning after a twenty-four hours’ 
spree is not in a condition to do his work 
satisfactorily. In Pittsburg and some other 
large manufacturing cities the employers are 
seriously contemplating a change of pay-day 
from Saturday to Tuesday, and it ought to 
be done here, where between 50,000 and 
60,000 workingmen get their wages Satur- 
day. 

Such a change would unquestionably re- 
duce the number of wife-beaters; and if the 
whipping-post stared the brutes in the face it 
would soon stop the infamous. practice alto- 
gether. At the last session of the Lllinois 
Legislature a bill providing such a penalty, 
introduced by Mr. Quinn of Peoria, passed 
one House but failed in thé other. It is to 
be regretted that Mr. Quinn is not a member 
of the present Legislature, since none of the 
Chicago members, who should be most inter- 


ested in the matter, seem to have manliness” 


enough to come to the rescue of suffering 
women. Were Mr. Quinn there he might 
this time so appeal to their humanity as to 
secure the passage of his bill.

CHEVALIER BAYARD ONCE MORE. 

The accounts which come from Missouri 
telling of the commencement exercises a? the 
ancient and somewhat decaying university of 
the State bring into view the hereditary and 
traditional Bayard of Delaware. For a mat- 
ter of three or four months past it has seemed 
as though the only true and genuine Bayards 
had disappeared from public life and their 
places taken by huckstering politicians of 
the same name but otherwise bearing no re- 
semblance to the sclons of the Delaware 
house. Yet, surprising though it may be, 
there is no reason to doubt the authentic 
character of the recent appearance in Mis- 
souri. The voice is the voice of Bayard and 
the rhetoric familiar beyond dispute. The 
sonorous phrases and glittering generalities 
of a commencement-day oration reveal once 
more the hereditary Bayard of Delaware, the 
third of the line to hold a seat in the Ameri- 
can House of Lords. 

It is not simply outward evidence which 
proves the Bayard recently appearing in Mis- 
*sourl to be genuine, but the context of his 
address supplies proofs that are unmistaka- 
ble. He had not been speaking five minutes 
before he referred to a certain grandfather 
who was a Senator from Delaware several 
generations ago and in such capacity held 
hob-nobs with Hamilton and Jefferson; and, 
proceeding still further, the orator in Mis- 
souri adduced before his hearers certain yel- 
low documents taken from old family chests 
and lockers, and which epistles are beyond 
question veritable letters sent to the Bayard 
of 1801 from the hand of Thomas Jefferson. 
The production of these documents served 
the double purpose of strengthening some of 
the orator’s platitudes and showing his iden- 
tity with the Delaware house, thus disprov- 
ing the popular notion that the last of the 
Bayards had forever retired from publie life. 

There is something refreshing in the reap- 
pearance of Bayardof Delaware. For several 
generations past it has been a matter of pre- 
cept and early training for American children 
to look upon the Bayards of Delaware as the 
very pink of statesmanlike dignity and pro- 
-priety. It has been the family function to 
represent a very small State, but to do it 
with surpassing gravity and weight. Dela- 
ware has very little actual business for a 
Senator to perform, and there is accordingly 
much time left for dignified posing and out- 
ward show. In this the Bayards were beyond

AN INELIGIBLE NEW STATE. 

One of the latest schemes in the way of 
increasing the number of States in the Union 
is to admit the Indlau Territory as a State. 
The advocates of its admission claim that the 


| population of the Territory is very peaceable, 


industrious (?), law-abiding, and capable of 
self-government, and that if it were allowed 
to have the privileges of a State it would 
soon be one of the most flourishing commu- 
nities in the whole Southwest (?). Granting 
all thisygvhich is problematical to say the 
least, even then the reasons urged by its ad- 
vocates for admission are only sentimental 
and are not worth consideration, especially 
in comparison with some very hard facts 
which exist elsewhere. 

In the first place, the population of the In- 
dian Territory is not sufficient. It only 
amounts to about 65,000, or one-third of a 
Congressional ratio. It is composed of peo- 


ple who have received but slight training in 


self-government, and who have not even its 
traditions. They have not come there from 
eivilized communities, but from Southern In- 
dian reservations. They have not yet suc- 
ceeded in enforcing law or punishing crime 
as a Territory. How much more likely are 
they to do it as a State? How much more 
likely is self-government to succeed when 
they are freed from National control outside 
the sphere of National duties? In the next 
place, if this proposition for admission were 
closely scrutinized it would be found that 
behind it there is a fixed determination that 
the unoccupied lands in that Territory shall 
not be entered upon by white settlers, but 
shall remain as now in the possession of 
the cattle syndicates and bullock barons. 
With fixed laws and the machinery 
“of a State Government, freed from National 
interference, it would be easier for the Indi- 
ans and the cattle rings to hold thesé lands 
and keep farmers away who would develop 
them than it is now. There would be no 
appeal from the machine which would be at 
8 set up for land-grabbing. When free 

ment means simply free government 
ae dians and speculators in cattle and the 
exclusion of farmers who wish to make 
homes and cultivate these broad lands which 
are now only. used, contrary to law and treaty 
stipulations, by the syndicates for grazing 
purposes, it is idle to talk about conferring it 
on a Territory. The demand has no element 
of justice, equity, or propriety. 

From still another point of view the ad- 
mission of the Indian Territory, with its 
handful of semi-savages, untrained in free 
government and unripe for it, and mostly 
still speaking the aboriginal languages, would 
be an act of flagrant injusti¢e and transpar- 
ent inconsistency. Session after session the 
people of Dakota have been knocking at the 
doors of this Democratic Congress for admis- 
sion, and have been rejected each time, even 
with insult, They number half a million, or 
eight times as many as the Territorial Indi- 
ans. They have built up already a great 
and prosperous State. They have not 
had to enter a  trainmeg-school to 
learn the English tongue or the 
elements and the duties of government. 
Their yearly increase of numbers exceeds the 
whole population of the Indian Territory. 
Even splitting the Territory in halves one- 
half can now fulfill every condition under 
which other States have been admitted. Its 
people may challenge the people of any State 
in the Union for intelligence, education, en- 
terprise, industry, thrift, energy, and prog- 
ress towards solid prosperity. Their Terri- 
tory is a great surprise in itself, containing 
all the elements which go to make up a great 
and prosperous State, and yet these 500,000 
people have been insulted by a Democratic 
Congress every time they have asked the 
right to enter the Union as a State. So long 
as Dakota, with its half a million of enter- 
prising citizens, is kept out itis arrant non- 
sense even to talk of the admission of the In- 
dian Territory with its 50,000 heterogeneous 
people, who have not yet studied the rudj- 
ments of citizenship. This scheme of 
bullock barons will not work. 


MRS. SULLIVAN’S ALLEGED CRU- 
ELTY. 

Truth and justice demand that an explana- 
tion be made on behalf of Mr. John L. 
Sullivan, the professional boxer, touching the 
counter plea made by him in the recent divorce 
suit brought by his wife. Mr. Sullivan not 
only denied the charges set up against him, 
but in his. testimony. went into de- 
tailed explanations and drew certain subtile 
distinctions eminently characteristic of the 
Boston mind. For instance, he denied with 
indignation that he had ever been drunk 
in his life, but with great candor admitted 
that he was “full” on many occasions. 
However, the matter which most calls for 
explanation is the counter plea made by Mr. 
Sullivan in which he charged his wife with 
cruel and inhuman treatment. The defend- 
ant bas for many years enjoyed distinction as 
the champion of the world, and his standing 
boast that he can lick any man that walks” 
still remains unchallenged. -According to 
popular opinion it was strangely inconsistent 
for such a man to set forth that he had been 
treated with great cruelty by his wife. It 
will be found, however, that Mr. Sullivan’s 
plea was made in acertain Pickwickian sense 
which the law provides for Just such cases. 

The fact that Prof. Sullivan was able to 
thrash any other man in the country did not 
in law raise any presumption that he could 
do the same with all women. Indeed, it is 
strictly in accordance with legal principles to 
suppose that the greatest bully in the land 
might, be ruled by a Xanthippe slight in 
weight and not endowed with muscle beyond 
the average of her sex. Henpecked hus- 
bands are not necessarily the victims of phys- 
ical violence. The coercion and tyranny 
about which complaint is made may be pure- 
ly emotional and moral, Acute distress may 
be visited upon the sufferer without causing 
him the slightest bodily harm. According to 
the humane doctrines of the law a shrew ofa 
wife may torture her husband with cruelty 
and make his existence wretched without in- 
flicting upon him the least corporeal punish- 
ment. 

Doubtless it was this provision of law

Had 
he charged mental and emotional cruelty, 
without a hint of physical violence, his story 
might have seemed plausible at first glance, 
and would without doubt have secured him 
much sympathy in certain quarters, With- 
out humiliation or inconsistency the muscular 
champion of the world might have confessed 
himself unequal to the taming of a shrew. 
The facts, however, would not sustain this 
view of Mr. Sullivan’s domestic relations; 

and in the effort to support his plea he was 
compelled to lug in stories of physical vio- 
lence. Hence the inglorious ending of the 
case. There was nothing in the rulings of 
the court, however, to prove that even a 
champion slugger may not be the victim of 
cruel and inhuman treatment on the part of 
his wife. No amount of muscle will protect 
a man against a Xanthippe ora Mrs. Caudle. 


MONTGOMERY NEEDS SCHOOLING. 
Against every protest, Mr. Zachariah Mont- 
gomery has been made Assistant Attorney- 
General for the Interior Department, and in 
that capacity will decide all legal questions 
touching the school lands held by the Gov- 
ernment, person thus elevated to an 


| important post is on record as a malignant 


enemy of the free-school system, and his se- 
lection for such an office must, therefore, be 
strongly condemned. Attempts have been 
made to ward off fair criticisms of Mont- 
gomery by representing that he is an ultra- 
montane Catholic, holding the narrow view 
of a portion of his church regarding the re- 
ligious instruction ot children at school, and 
that his assault on the free-school system 
means nothing more or less than that his re- 
ligious opinions require him to oppose secu- 
lar education. Such excuses and apologies 
will not stand investigation. Mr. Montgom- 
ery’s opinions are on record; and as he did 
not place them on religious grounds in the 


first place they are not to be explained in 


that way now. 

Certainly it is Mr. Montgomery’s privilege 
to disbelieve in secular education and to send 
his children to whatever schools he may 
think best. Nobody has criticised him on 
that ground. But he saw fit to go fufther 
than this and attack the free schools as vi- 
cious institutions that are training children in 
vice and crime! He cited the census of 1860 
to prove the great number of free schools in 
the North as compared with the South, and 
then argued: 

The New England States had, with their 
2,500,000 of people. 2,459 criminals in prisons; 
while the Southern slave States bad, with 
3,000,000 of whites, comparatively unlettered. 
only 477 in prison hor, in other words, the New 
England system had one native-born white 
criminal to every 1,000 persons, while the 
Southern States had but one to every 6,500; or 


six times as many, in proportion to the popula- 
tion, in New REugiand as in the South, 


Proceeding in this vein of imbecile logic 
Mr. Montgomery easily reached the con- 
clusion that the public-school system ‘‘is 
making too large a class of criminals and law- 
breakers among the rising generation.“ 

This remarkable display of reasoning really 
puts Mr. Montgomery before the public in 
the light of an awful example to show the 
need of a little schooling. A year or two 
spent in the public schools might possibly 
have saved him the folly of such arguments. 
He might then have been able to understand 
that in a community where the average of 
intelligence and public spirit is high the laws 
are enforced and the criminals locked up in 
prison, while in another section of the coun- 
try where illiteracy prevails it may for ob- 
vious reasons be impossible to secure such a 
thorough administration of justice. The 
number of felons in the prisons shows how 
the laws are enforced and attests the spirit 
of the people and the chayacter 
of the courts and juries. it does not 
follow because the jails and penitentiaries of 
the South were thinly populated that there 
was little crime in that section of the coun- 
try. The fact is nojoriously otherwise. The 
jails were empty because the law was not en- 
forced, and felons who should have been in 
confinement were permitted to roam at large. 
Human life was held cheap in such commun 
ties and little value placed on a rigid execu- 
tion of the law. Let Mr. Montgomery twist 
his figures around so as to show that in a 
community of high intelligence there isa 
strict administration of justice such as is not 
found in benighted sections where there are 
no free schools. Really, Mr. Montgomery 
should understand that he has merely dis- 
played himself before the country as an 
awful example to show the need of good 
schooling.

WHY CARDS, CIRCULARS, AND THE LIKE 
ARE FAILURES AS ADVERTISING ME- 
*‘DIUMS. 

New York Commercial Bulletin: Within the 
last few years it has become the fashion with 
some ple todo their advertising in their own 
private way instead of through the news- 
papers. Some distribute cards, some circulars, 
some pamphlets, some even almanacs, and 
some inconceivable monstrosities of oddity, 
circulating them by the hundreds of thousands 
through the mails. The printer's art bas been 
taxed to the utmost to gratify the tastes of 
these advertisers. Some of the finest as well 
as the basest specimens of the art of engraving, 
of chromo-lithograpbing, and of colored print- 
ing are being produced for these purposes, and 
every conceivable style of fancy paper is 
brought into requisition. The advertisers 
vie with each other in the elegance of their de- 
signs and the costiiness of their devices, taking 
it tor granted that the receivers will conform 
their estimate of the status of the advertiser 
to the artistic pretensions of his advertisement. 
Some people may regret that the noble art of 
printing, at the period ot its highest acmeve- 
ments, should ubjected to such debasing 
uses; but, te thage who thus employ the art, it 
should be equaliy a matter of concern that the 
debasement so completely tails of the obj ect 
for which it is intended. Witn bim who notices 
such advertisements at ali che first feeling on 
receiving one of these superb specimens of 
typography or engraving 1s apt to be one of 
disgust that it relates to the artistic pursuits 
of bis buteher or his bootmaker, or that the 
subjects of its elegant illustrations are chairs 
and tables, refrigerators and brooms; be throws 
itdown with an indefinabie grudge against 
the man who bas been guilty of such 
a ridiculous prostitution of art. and, without 
exactly knowing it, ne is distinctly convinced 
that a tradesman who spends 80 much money in 
such an incongruous way is not likely to be en- 
dowed with the common sense of a good manor 
to sell cheaply. 

In truth, bowever, those who take any notice 
whatever of this food of announcements form 
but a very email percentage of those who re- 
ceive them. They bave come to bethe nuisance 
of both the parior and the®counting-room. At 
home they are never opened but with disap- 
pointment, because they come in the piace of 
letters really boped for. In the office the mer- 
chant fluds bis morning mali stuffed with these 
intrusions upon the serious affairs of his busi- 
ness, which he inwardly curses or impatiently 
consigns to his waste-paper heap. In short, if 
a public vote could be taken it would unani- 
mousiy declare these drumming missives to be 
an intolerable nuisance that should be denied 
the priviiege of the mails.

Crvormmnatt, O., June 6.—[Special.}—There is 
no city in the United States that possesses a 
population more easily incited to deeds of vio- 
lence than this. The mob of last summer, 
which cost millions of valuable property and 
half a hundred lives, is evidence of this fact. 
The significance of this remark is in the condi- 
tion of public feeling at this time. Such have 
been the unscrupulous methods of the late 
coal-oil Legislature, taken with the extravagant 
city Government and the palpable insineerity 
in police-reform, that mutterings of a coming 
storm can already be heard. Ohio’s late Legis- 
lature and the past government of Cin- 
cinnati are matters of a very unsavory record, 
but che latest deal, the new police reform, is an 
innovation that has not had time to become no- 
torious outside of the city. The Police Com- 
mission, appointed by the Democratic Legisia- 
ture to deprive the Republican Mayor of one- 
half his just power, began its career by appar- 
ently energetic reform measures, Gambiing- 
houses were said to be closed, improper female 
cbaracters taken from the streets, and vow and 
then, to keep up the idea of extraordinary 
morality, a house of ill-fame was raided. The 
climax was reached a short time ago 
in an order that all saloons should be 
closed at midnight. Rascally’’ Republican 
police officers were dismissed and protestations 
of reform were not wanting. This was all good 
enough for the unsophisticated citizen who did 
not venture out late at night. Within a few 
weeks after the reform bad been inaugurated, 
the effects of the usual insincerity of gang 
rule is apparent. Houses of ill-fame are wide 
open and Increasing In number; nightly the 
revelry of maudiins and prostitutes greet the 
ears of people who venture on certain streets. 
This is mot all. Police officers are 
in collusion with saloonkeepers, and on 
Vine street alone no less than twenty resorts 
defy the law, with drawn blinds and open rear 
entrances. There can be no question that there 
are gambling-rooms in operation that ara never 
reported by the police, and bunko and brace 
games have become opulent. Aud in the 
midst of alithis the Chief of Detectives, the 
Police Inspector, and the brother of T. C. 
Campbell, the. notorious Berner lawyer, are 
arraigned by the Board of Commissioners on 
charges of forcing young men found ina low 
resort to pay $100 or submit to arrest. Cin- 
cinnati, Sundays and work days for that mat- 
ter, bas always been notoriously lawless, but 
the sham of reform inaugurated by the Dem- 
ocratic Police Board makes it appear even 
worse, as if the law itself was arrayed on the 
side of criminals. 

Col. George W. Neff is a weil and favorably 
known business-man, and says he cannot ac- 
count for this action by the Toronto company. 
He claims that they bave never given him 
knowledge of the existence of any ground for 
such a charge against him. He was not arrest- 
ed, but by agreement will appear Monday and 
give bail. 

DETECTIVES FOUND GUILTY OF BRIBERY. 

At the meeting of the Police Commissioners 
this afternoon the President produced a paper 
Which be asked the clerk to read as the verdict 
in the Wappenstein-Dunn case. It was as fol- 
lows: We have fully and carefully considered 
the evidence upon the charge made against 
Officers Wappenstein and Duun, and find 
that on that testimony they are guilty, and 
they are hereby dismissed from the service.”’ 

Charles Wappenstein was appointed by the 
board a few weeks ago upon its creation by an 
act of the Legislature, to the office of Chief of 
Detectives. James Duin was appointed at 
the same time Inspector of Police. The charge 
against’ them was that on Saturday night 
last they went into a house of il 
repute in cliuzen’s clothes, and, after 
remaining some time with five men whom they 
found there, placed them under arrest, and on 
the way to the station-bouse released them 
upon payment of $100 to a third person who 
accompanied the police officers.. The money 
was refunded the next day, but the men made 
complaint to the newspapers and an investiga- 
tion was thus brought on, with the result above 
given. :

NOT WHAT THEY SEEM. 


BUSINESS CIRCULARS PRINTED IN IMITA- 
TION OF TYPEWRITING WORK. 

A new specialty in the priating business is 
the production of printed circulars in imita- 
tion of letters written with atypewriting ma- 
chine. This business bas now been brought to 
60 fine a point that circulars can be turned out 
on an ordinary job printing-press, which only 
an expert can tell were not written with atype- 
writer. The main thing necessary in produc- 
mg this result isto have type that will make 
impressions similar to those made if 
the printing were done through a 
ribbon. Thetyne is cut atter the varied pat- 
terns of typewriter letters, with the edges 
slightly rounded to give the printing a some- 
what blurred uppearance. A soft, muddy ink 
is used, which materially aids the deception, 
the ink being also of the color used in type- 
writers. Another important point is the spacing 
of che letters. Each leiter or character on a 
typewriter covers the samo space; thus, an 
e will have the same space as a w,“ and a 
„“ will get as much as either. Looking per- 
pendicularly down a page of type-written man- 
uscript it will be seen that the letters are 
in regular columns, each letter or space on the 
second line being exactly parallel wth the let- 
ters or spaces on the first line, and the same 
rule bolding good all through the page. This 
is imitated by having the letter-press type of a 
unitorm size, no spaces used except the regular 
space of a letter between each word. The re- 
sultof this is that while the leit side ot the 
printed page is a straight column of letters, the 
right side is irreguiar, some of the lines run- 
ning out thee or four letters beyond others, 
which is exactly the case with type-written 
matter. © 

Circulars printed this way are coming largely 
into use into business, the idea, of course, be- 
ing that they will be given attention as original 
productions. To help the deception the circu- 
lars are usually addressed with the style of 
type-writer which the eciroular imitates. The 
expense of producing cireviars this way is now 
but a trifle over that of ordinary jov-printing.

DETROIT’S SENSATION. 


| NN ARRAIGNED IN THE ro- 
LICE COURT R ASSAULTING A GERMAN 
. EDITOR—BOTH MEN LECTURED BY THE 
‘JUDGE AND RELEASED UNDER SUSPENDE 
SENTENCE. | 
Derrorr, Mieh., June 6,—(Special.}-—The as- 
sault on the editor of the German paper, Der 
Arme Teufel, by Dr. Johann Fiiatermann yes- 
terday created a great sensation among the 
Germans of Detroit. When the case was called 
in the Police Court this morning the room was 
filled by the moét prominent Germas citizens. 
Dr. Flintermann was among the first at the 
court. Heshifted about in bis seat in a most 
nervous manner, evidentiy expectmg some 
dire result from the proceedings. Editor 
Reitzel is a corpulent German, with an intelli- 
geot expression and sharp eyes, which 
look over a heavy pair of i specta- 
cles. Patrolman Coates testified that he 
was standing in front of police headquarters 
when Dr. Flintermann drove up Farmer street 
and stopped nis horse abreast of Editor Reit- 
gel. Füntermann took the whip out of the 
socket, jumped into the street, went around in 
front of nis horse, and bad struck Reitzel three 
times before the latter could get onto bim.“ 
“Then they olinched, said the offer, and 
he gave it to the doctor three or four times. 
I ran across the street and arrested them both.“ 
Editor Reitsel took the stand ipa jaunty 
manner. 4 large button-hole . bougdet, 
which covered one lapel, seemed to mock 


bis opponent. He claimed that the articles in 


his papor to which Dr. Flintermaan objected 
were justified, and that he was doing the com- 
munity a service in printing them. A copy of 
Der Arme Teufel was handed to Judge Miner, 
who declined to pass on its merits without a 
translation. 

Dr. Flintermann detailed his side of the con- 
troversy. He answered a query by the Judge 
as to why he’ had not sought redress in the 
courts by saying that Editor Reitzel was ro 
good and was proof against a legal proc- 
ess, The. intimation that the editor 
was in the habit of giving away 
his papers was indignantly denied by the lat- 
ter, who defiled the doctor to prove his state- 
ment. 

Judge Miner hesitated in his decision. He 
cautioned Reitzel against publishing personal 
articles, as they tended to provoke public dis- 
turbances. Dr. Fiintermann was told to seek 
redress in the courts hereafter. The prisoners 
were then released upder suspended sentence, 
and they departed, recelving the congratuia- 
tions of their friends, Der Arme Teufel was 


issued this morning. It contains no reference 


tu the disturbance. The matter is mainly of a 
literary character, with numerous suggestive 
anecdotes of the clergy.

Mr. Marston has been retained by the 
Superintendeut of the County Poor to contest 
the validity of the new act giving 
the Poor Commissioners of Detroit a voice in 
the disposition of the poor fund. The law 
under which the Board of Poor Superintend- 
ents was empowered to act provides that the 
Board of Bupervisors of any county may 
erect County poor-bouses, purchase land, eto. 
The expense thereof may be raised by levies 
on the taxabie property of the county,” etc. 
“Tho Superintendents may annually assess 
and collect sufficient money to maintain the 
poor of the county.” The provisions of the 


act shall not apply to the City of Detroit.” Un- 


der the law, therefore, there fs no authority to 
levy one dollar on the City of Detroit for county 
poor. The city provides for its own paupers 
by an anvualappropriation of about $30,000, 
which sum is distributed by the Poor 
Commissioner. Notwithstanding this, the 
county for the last fifteen years has levied 
and collected an annual fund aggrégating $50,- 
000 for the poor outside the city, making 
a total in fifteen years of $760,000. Fuily 
$665,000 of this sum has been taken trom Do- 
trolt in direet violation of the law.

Dissensions Among Southern Prohibition- 
ists Out of the Ambitions © 
of Candidate 


Raron, Md., June 6.-—[Special.}-—Sev- 
eral thousand women and girls from this city 
and vicinity. have found temporary employ- 
ment in the immense strawberry patches of 
Anne Arundel and adjacent counties. Anne 
Arundel is one of the most noted fruit and 
berry growing counties in the country. The 
strawberry crop of Maryland and Virginia 1s 
estimated by the millions of quarts. Much of 
this freit is shipped to the West, and Chicago 
gets a share of the finest of the Anne Arundel 
berries. The berries only thrive well in sandy 
loam soil. On some of the large strawberry- 
farms in Maryland 500 or 600 pickers are 
employed. Strawberry-farms pay their own- 
ers very well. The season lasts for 
about four weeks, The heavy rains of last 
week, however, did considerable damage. In 
some of the lower counties the plants were 
Wwasbed out by the roots or the berries beaten 
off and spoiled in the sand. The scenes in the 
strawberry patches when the bundreds of 
pickers are at work resemble the oid-fashioned 
plantation scenes in the South when the cotton 
ie being picked. Down on the patches on 
the Hastern Shore peninsuija where mostly 
darkies do the picking the air is filled with 
camp-meeting melodies as the little boxes are 
filled with te bright red, fragant fruit and 
topped off with green leaves. On the 
upper farms near Baltimore, where the pickers 
are white women, girls, and children, the 
scenes are no less merry. The rosy-cheeked 
maidens. in their calico dresses and great sun- 
bonuets or mammoth straw hats look bewitcb- 
ing. They, too, sing as they work, and regale 
their throats with the juice of the berries while 
they pick. In the evenings about sundown 
long lines of wagons filled with the fair straw- 
berry pickers from the Anne Arundel farms 
come rolling over the county bridge and 
down the dusty road to the city. The 
faster the. teams go. the louder and 
merrier the pickers shout and sing, and though 
their earnings are limited to from 60 to 75 
cents a day they are as happy as heiresses with 
millions to draw upon. Salisbury, Md., on the 
Eastern Shore, is the prneipal shipping point 
for that section. At this season of the year 
the whole town is redolent of the fragrant 
strawberries... All duy long, about the depot 
wagons, carta, and vehbicies of every descrip 
tion, incloding the old-time  ox-carts, 
crowd, and push, and jostle to get 
to the freight. platform and unload. 
From Norfolk, Va., and Salisbury are 
shipped the berries for Eastern markets. On 
as day there have been as many as seven- 
teen car-loadg of strawberrivs shipped from 
Salisbury to Philadelphia, New York, and Bos- 
ton, Few people outside of Maryland and Vir- 
ginia dave any dea of the greatness of the 
strawberry and peach trade of these two States. 
There is always at least one superintendent 
in every field, whose duty it is. to count the 
number of quarts each picker brings in and 
give checks for them, which are redeemaple iu 
eash when presented Saturday. The superin- 
tendent also sees that berries are properly 
picked. There are frequently “sharp 
ers among the pickers, particularly the 
colored men, who resort to many 
tricks in order to li the basketg quick. As 
fast as brougbt.up the berries, already in quart 
baskets, are ked in crates, some holding 
r me forty-flve, and others 
sixty 4 „ The strawberry patches 
are not without an occasional romance 
im the picking season. Love. affairs 
and elopements originate in strawberry patcbes 
as well as in roller-skating rinks. One bap- 
pened only last week on a large farm down the 
cotintry. Mary Fosterling, a plump, bright- 
eyed German girl. went down trom Baitimore 
with a band of pickers. Sbe begau picking at 
the rst of the season. She became a very 
rapid picker, and as she came up 
to the check station with tray after tray 
of the red berries in der sun-browned 
arms ehe attracted more attention from the 
young superintendent of the patch than the 
other giris. John Minger, the boss of the 
patch, was the son of Furmer Minger, the 
owner of thé farm. John struck up an 
acquaintance with Mary. Ten days after Mary 
sta:ted piching strawberries she bad picked 
ber way into the superintendent’s heart, and 
the eleventh day the supérintendent and the 
champion picker were missing.’ Farmer Minger 
at first was wroth. But that night, when John 
brought the pretty picker bome as his bride 
and together they begged forgiveness, the pa- 
ternal parent relented. Now Mary takes the 
baskets, deals Out the checks, and is boss ot 
the pickers.

PURSUED BY BLACKMAILERS. 


THE REV. & J. MCPHERSON SAYS. THAT HE 
AND HIS FAMILY HAVE BEEN THREAT- 
ENED FOR THE PURPOSE OF EXTORTING 
MONEY. 

New York, June 6.—([Special.)—The Rev. 
Samuel J. McPherson was formerly pastor of 
the Union Aveuue Presbyterian Church at East 
Orange, N. J. He 1s visiting at 
present near his old home and has 
been at Princeton ‘this week, from 
whieh he graduated in 1874. He is now pastor 
of the Second Presbyterian Church of Chicago. 
It is stated that since last December Mr. Mo- 
Pherson has been pursued by black- 
-matiers whose persecutions have baf- 
ned the skill of detectives. and have 
continued in spite of ail efforts to secure the 
arrest of the guilty parties. Mr. McPherson 
believes some of these parties reside in New 
Jersey. In talking about the matter today he 
said the beginning of the blackmailing attempts 
was made last December. He received a letter 
signed J. M. Gilman—with a small g"’—say- 
ing that unless the sum of $800 was paid to the 
writer the family of Mr. McPberson would suf- 
fer. Little attention was paid to the matter 
until a seocnd letter arcived and others fol- 
lowed, all ot similar purport. 

Threats were made in various forms. It was 
intimated at one time that the eyes of a 2-year- 
old child of the recipient might suffer from 
vitriol uniess the money was paid, and 
other members of the family were 
threatened with maiming or physical 
harm of one kind or another. The 
amount of money demanded varied in different 
letters, but the jargest sum was $600. Mr. Mo- 
Pherson is a plucky man, and he soou engaged 
the services of Pinkerton’s detectives, and 
Pinkerton bimeelf devoted much attention 
to the care. A vigorous campaign 
was begun against the blackmailing parties. 
Decoy letters were sent, and on one occasion 
Pinkerton saw the man to whom a decoy 
letter was addressed, but he was then 
surrounded by fellow-ruffiens in a quarter 
of Chicago inhabited by the worst dasses. 
and he was unable to capture him. 
The man escaped and no trace of bim bas since 
been found. The search has been kept up ina- 
cessantly, and the stratagems of detectives 
have nearly been exhausted without success. 

Meanwhile the biackmaiier maoifeste an as- 
tonishing familiar.ty with the action of the 
detectives and in the letters assures Mr. Mo- 
Pherson that such efforte are useless. The 
demands in the letters aresimply for money, 
and no reason ie assigned why it should be 
paid.

For che present they are bueying 
themselves with wbat they deem of prime 
necessity for the good of religion—the higher 
education o tpe clergy. The plans of the d. 
rectors tor the Theological Department are al- 
ready well defined. There wil, be eight chairs 
or professorships. with ample endowments. 
They will represent pbilosophy, dogmatic 
theology, moral theology, caaon law, Scripture, 
history, sc:eace, and itterature. Students will 
be admitted to the courses who will dave com- 
pleted their studies in ordinary theological 
seminaries of the country, and who will be abie 
to passan examination of a high standard. 
The tuition,o course, will be free, as the chairs 
will be endowed. The board, however, Wil be 
another matter, which will be provided for by 
annual payments, or permanent burses. It is 
p esumed that the friends of religion in the 
several dioceses will found burses for the ben- 
efit of their dioceses. Five thousand dollars is 
the cost of a burse, and the owner of a burse 
will forever have the right to the free board of 
a student in the university. The rector of the 
university will be a clergyman of superior 
talent and of European as weil us American 
tame hie name bas not been made public. 
The Professors will be drawn from both con- 
tinents. The salaries will be munificent, and 
the bust Catholic talent will be sought. Secu- 
lar prieéte, members of religious orders, or 
Catholic laymen may .compete for che profes- 
sorships. Merit will be the sole test. 

The compietion of the buiidings and the en- 
dowment of chairs will require an expenditure 
of $1,000,000. The princely gift of Miss Mary 
Culd well sums up $300,000. Sbe is th. fuundress 
of the university. Two hundred thousand 
more have been promised by other parties, and 
no tear is entertained but that the whole 
amount required will be in band within a few 
months. 

Another meeting of the directors will be held 
Nov. 11 of this year. Meanwhile architects are 
preparing plans for buildings, which will be 
submitted. at that date ior final ap 
proval, and different committees are work- 
ing a0 secure endowments and prepare 
other details for the final consumma- 
tion of the work. The first members of the 
board named in tne Council were Archb shops 
Gibbone, Heiss, Williams, R. an, and Corrigan, 
and Bishops Ireland and Spaiding. These were 
empowered to add to their number other 
names and compiete their organization. There 
are pow with them two other Bishops, Keane 
and Murty: four priests, Furley of New York, 
Foley and Lee ot Baltimore, and Chapelle of 
Washington; and ‘our laymen, Messrs. Eugene 
Keliy of New York, Farren o Pb. ladeiph a, 
Jenkins of Baltimore, and Weggeman of Wash- 
ington. A charter will be asked {rom Congress.

TO INTRODUCE IN AMERICA. 

New York, June 6.—[Speciai.|—Mr. Charles 
Poweil of London, the General Secretar. of 


church becomes at once a personal part of the 

church and a personal worker.

We 
th:ok, in this way, workmgmen iu England 
are induced to combine to promote the 
efficacy of the church. At first our society 
met withavery great amount of opposition 
from the higher ciass of churchmen, beaded 

by the Bishops; but, since it has demonstrated 
ite capacity for practical Christian or evan- 
gelistic work In the slums of London and the 
large towns, not only the general body of the 
clergy, but a very iarge number of Bishops 

headed by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 

have recognized the work of the society and 
render it all the support that they possibly can. 

My purpose in visiting this country is to en- 

deavor tostimulate the working ciasses and 
to induce them to take a greater interest in 
the Episcopal Church. have only been bere 
four days, but I bave t with alarge meas- 
ure of success, I have been received with 

open hands by churchmen of all classes—by 
the Bishop of New York, the Bishop of Long 
Island, the Bishop of Northern New Jersey, 

and the Bishop of Pennsylvania, who yester- 
day gave me his biessing. Last Wednesday 
night the organized clubs of the city met me 
in a large public meeting, and, throuch 
their Chairman, accorded me a public 
welcome to Philadelphia. Igo from bere (New 
York) to Boston, Troy, Chicago, Newark, Col- 
umbus, O., and several other places. In our 
efforts to draw the people into the church,“ 
continued Mr. Powell, we follow in a very 
long measure the best ways of the Salvation 
Army, While, ot course, repudiating the tam- 

bourine and banjo business. At the invita- 
tion of a rector or a vicar we will have 
a mision, say for ten days. We go out 
into the streets of London, perhaps 150 strong: 

we scour the courts and alleys; we march in 
procession witn banners, and in the dark 
evenings with lamps struag from the ends of 
poles, which have a very pretty effect. In 
that way we lead the people into the churches 
and thus pave the way for the clergy to deal 
with a class of people they could not reach in 
the ordinary way.“ 

Mr. Powell isa member of the Evangeliza- 
tion Committee of the Diocese of London, a 
very important body connected with the 
church. He is a medium-sized, middle- aged 
man, nearty in manner, and evidentiy full of 
enthusiasm and determinauon in carrying on 
his work. He is one of the fruits of the great 
London mission. At the time he started the 
organization he was working as a night watob- 
man. Hse father was the founder of tne 
Ama gamated Society of Engineers, the largest 
trades union in the worid. Ia bis present posi- 
tion Mr. Powell certainiy receives a very mod- 
erate salary—to-wit: £3 a week. 


OAKLAND’S SCHOOL PRINCPAL. - 


ANOTHER MEETING TO DEVISH MEANS OF 
RETAINING PROF. PARKER. 

Another meeting of prominent citizens of 
Oakiand was beld last night for the purpose of 
taking further steps looking to the retention of 
Prof. Charles R. Parker as Superintendent of 
the Oakland schools. The meeting was beld at 
the residence of Mr. Rand, at No. 3937 Lake av- 
enue. Mr. Rand presided. Mr. C. M. Haray, 
who was appointed a committee of one to wait 
upon the newly-elected Superintendent at 
Galesburg and request him to resign the posi- 
tion to wich be had been elected against the 
will of the people of Oakland by the Board 
of Trustees appeared at. the meeting 
and made a report of the result of 
his visit. He read the letter which he had 
presented and also the answer which he had 
received from Prof. Mathew Andrews. The 
letter which be had presented to Mr. Andrews 
set forth the fact that the “present 
Principal"’ of the Oakland schools Prof. 
Charles R. Parker, had served in that capacity 


to the universal satisfaction of the citizens of 
Oakland“ bad been finally removed without 
cause, and asked Prof. Andrews to resten the 
piace to which he bad been elected as Prof. 
Parker's successor, *“‘ contrary to the wishes of 
the people,“ in the hope that he would thereby 
make it still possibie that Prof. Parker might 
continue to serve them. i 

The reply was as follows: 4 

GALESBURG, III., June 5, 1886.—Mesers. Rand and 
Greenleaf, Chicago, IU.—GENTLEMEN: Your letter 
was placed in my bands by Mr. C. M. Hardy. 1 
have carefully noted its contents. and confess that 
from the standpoint of the writers school matters 
are nut in the most desirable condition.

GAGED IN A FIGHT WITH THE DRUG@GISTS. 

New Tonk, June 6.—/(Speciai./—A medical 
revolution is under way in Brookiyn. The phy- 
sicians have counter-moved against the apo- 
thecaries. The allopaths have been angered 
by the druggists’ practice of prescribing reme- 
dies eithe ter the regular manoer of doctors 
or by recommending patent medicines. The 
appearance is that, although the physicians do 
not say 80, the proprietary medicine business 
is what they really wish tofight. This is no 
worse in Brooklyn than anywhere else proba- 
bly, but it must be a serious matter to the pro- 
fession throughout the United States. Every 
ailment koown to humanity is mated with a 
specific of more or less cheapness an> palata- 
bility; and these are warranted to cure unfail- 
ingly, which is rather more than the doctors 
will promise. The Brooke druggists, 
moreover, are underselling one another with 
such enterprise and recklesness that bottles 
labeled a dollar are offered at 60 or 70 cents. 
The subject was discussed by the County Med- 
ical Society, and it was decided to be entirely 
professional, under the circumstances, to per- 
sonally provide the remedies prescribed, though 
separate charges tor the medicines were dis- 
countenunced. Many of the most prosperous 
of the \ sicians have now active begun the

The writer 
is fully aware, from that a great 
many persons, mostly women, from the edu- 
cated one down to the kitchen girl, when they 
have a summer cold, indicated by frequent 
sneezing, will declare that they’ve “got the 
hay-fever,” believing, as they do, that hay~- 
fever is only another name for sneezing.

1 DANGEROUS PHYSICIANS.” 

Au article under the head of Dangerous 
Physicians im last week's isene of the New 
York Sanitary Ruguirer criticises with a sort of 
apologetic asperity the alleged carelessness of 
some physicians in not taking proper precau- 
uons for the prevention of the spread of con- 
tagious or other diseases. The epegific charges 
are that there are doctors who pay eu- 
tireiy too little attention to the isolation of pa- 
tients suffering from contagious diseases "’; 
some “who are so indifferent to the public 
welfare when this seems to conflict with their 
patients’ intereste or wishes, as to be willing 
to aid in the  conceaiment of the 
existence of a disease dangerous to 
the community”; some who do not 
insist upon the observance of ordinary sanitary 
precautions against the spread of the disease, 
or against ite recurring iu a house which they 
have reason to think is in bad sanitary condi- 
tion; some who risk conveying contagion from 


one family to another and from one patient to 
another; some who know notbing 
about disinfection or the recent advancement 
im knowledge on this subject, and so on. 

The articie was shown to several locai phy- 
sicians yesterday and their opinions bad as to 
how far such criticisms were justifiable, or 
whether Chicago Bad any dangerous pbysi- 
cians.’ The opiniong were ali substantially 
the same. There are no *“danger- 
ous physicians’’ in the  city—hbardly. 
The qualifymg adverb refers chiefly to those 
physicians wo do not come under the bead of 
*reputabie.”” For a dangerous physician, 
it will de noted, is not necessarily a disrep- 
utable physician, and what the doctors say is 
that there are no “reputable” city doctors 
„dangerous.“ in the sense implied in the arti- 
cle. “ There are black sueep in every flock,” 
chorus the doctors, and dishonorabie people 
in every profession—even in the church, And 
no bonorable or reputable physician would 
conceal the existénce of a disease that was a 
public menace; nor go from a house contain- 
ing scariet-fever to another house witbout 
bemg thoroughly disinfected; ner go from a 
patient suffering from erysipelas, or biocod- 
poisoning, or puerperai-fever to a labor case 
under any circumstances: nor do any other of 
those you tak about—no, sir!“

oughly American sculptor. ‘The status repre 
sents a typical seventeenth century immigrant

The proceedings of the unveiling were 
opened at 3 o'clock p. m. with prayer by A8 
si¢tant Bishop Henry C, Potter.

Hemans’ hymn, Pilgrim Fathers, by mem- 
bers of the New York Chorus Society and the 
Ampbion Society of Brooklyn. Then the 
eculptor unveiled his work to the music of the 
Seventh Regiment band.

Appleton, Chairman ot the Monument Commit- 


tee, The transfer of the statue by the Presi- 
dent of the society to the city and its accept- 
ande by Mayor Grace then took piace.

„Lombardi Mr. George William Ourtis de- 
livered the commemorative address. The ex- 
ercises closed by the singing of the National 
anthem, “Ameérica,"’ by those present, led dy 
the chorus and the band. 
DESCRIPTION OF THE STAT 

The monument is erected at à cost of some 
$20,000. The statue stands facing nearly west, 
on a pedestal of Quincey granit, designed by 
the architect, Richard M. Hunt. Thia is erect- 
ed on a kuoll near and at the northeast of the 
junction of the drive entering from Fifth ave 
nue at Seventy-second street with the main 
drive on that side of the park. The statue, 
which is of berolo ge amd nine 
feet high, weighs some 2,400 pounds. 
It was east at the foundry in this 
city of the Henry Bonnard Oompany, 
The casting and finishing were admirably done, 
and Mr. Ward said, when the work was com- 
pleted, that it was east as well as it could be 
anywhere in the world. There are four bronze 
has-relief panels in the frieze of the pedestal 
bearing appropriate designs. These weigh 
about forty pounds each, and are two feet 
four inches.in length by one foot three inches 
in hight. The pilgrim,a man of about 4, 
stands in sturdy pose, The attitude is very 
natural, and is that of one who is on sentry duty 
and bae stopped for a moment on his short 
walk to look for the Indian foe. The right 
hand extended rests on and clasps the muzzie of 
the Wheelock gun, whose butt rests on the 
ground near the heel of the right foot, whieb 
is advanced. The weight of the body rests on 
the left leg and the left arm hangs loosely by 
the side, with the baad half clasped. The 
strong, cléam-ehaven face, shaded dy the 
straight, broad brim of a sugar-loaf hat, is 
turned slightly to the right, with the firm chin 
a little raised. The expression of the closed 
mouth is firm; the brows are somewhat kind, 
and the faraway, intent gaze of the eyes is 
very life-like, The hair is cut short. The 
face and the neck, the latter of which the 
broad, turned-down collar leaves well exposed, 
are broadly and firmly modeled. The hands 
are excellent and strong im character. e- 
pecially picturesque is the costume, which hes 
been modeled and studied with great care apd 
attention to historical acouracy. In hight the 
pedestal of the statue measures seven feet 
eleven inches, wulle the width of the die is 
three feet and six inches, At the base the ped- 
estal, which weighs about fifteen tons, is six 
feet two inebes square. It 1 Greek in style 
and somewhat more ornate than those usually 
seen bere. 

DISCHARGE OF ANGEMBIER. 

George Angemeier, whe has been in custody 
since last Monday,’ arrested on suspicion of 
baving murderea Richard H. Hands, the drug- 
clerk, at No. 120 Hudson street, was led into 
the Tombs Police Court this moraing by War- 
den Finn. He looked brighter than at any 
time since his arrest, owing to the decision of 
the jury in the inquest yesterday, which de- 
clared that some unknown party committed 
the murder, and that there was no evidence 
against the prisonor. His brother-in-law 
met bim, and they shook hands. 
The courtroom was thronged with his 
friends, and way back, almost hid 
from view, were two women, his mother and 
sister. Lawyer Howe was with them. He went 
to the front of the bar and stood by Angemeier 
and addressed Judge O’ Reilly: “I ask that the 
prisoner be discharged, as there is no evidence 
to fold bim.“ The Judge then asked Capt. 
Eakin if be had any further evidence avainst 
the prisoner. The Captain replied that he did 
not have any more at present. “You are 
dis¢harged, George Angemeier,” said the 
Judge. Both Angemeier and his counsel 
auc: “Thank you, Judge,“ and two fe 
male voices away back in the court-room 
uttered cries of joy. Warden Finn stepped up 
and said ne could not let the prisoner go, as te 
was placed under bis custody by a wrt of ha- 
beas corpus from Judge Barrett's court. The 
prisoner must go back to his cell in the Tombs. 
Lawyer Howe suddenly loomed up and ex- 
claimed that he was equal to the emergency. 
“I withdraw the writ,“ he said. The writ 
was issued in the first place to compel an ex- 
amination in the lower court.” 

The writ was withdrawn and Angemeéier per- 
mitted to go free. His iriends gath- 
ered around him, but he rushed 
by them and feli into the 
armis of his old mother, who was weeping. The 
scene was very affecting. Lawyer Howe ied 
the happy family out and beid a ievee in his 
office near by, where friends and well-wishers 
gathered to ¢ongratulate the young man.

Last Friday Angemeier went fishing 
and caught a tom-cod and cut it up. The 
biood got on his trousers.

WILL REMAIN DURING THE SUMMER AT 
CLIFTON SPRINGS—SATISFIED WITH CLEVE- 
LAND, 

CLIFTON Sprinas, N. I., June 6.— [Special. 
~The Hon. Joun Kelly, who is recuperating 
bere at the Sanitarium, is by nis own request, 
and by the advice of hie physicians, guarded 
from the approach of unweleome or worrying 
visitors. The guests of the Sanitarium are 
cautioned against conversing with bim on po- 
litical topios. Politicilang and newepaper re- 
porters are constantly coming to Olifton to 
have a “quiet talk with the great Sachem. 
They usually go away disappointed. If Mr. 
Kelly learns of the presence of such in- 
quisitive persons he immediately retires 
to. bis room on the fourth story of 
the large building and remains there until ap- 
prised of their departure. Dr. Foster said this 
morning: “If Mr, Kelly was an ordinary in- 
dividual, instead of a political leader, I shouid 
sav that he would certainly be a well man after 
a few weeks’ rest. But, do the best we can, be 
is peste people who come to stir him up 
on the very subjects that agitate him most. 
We are obliged to intercept the letters and 
telegrams that are sent to him daily from 
politicians and curious people all over the 
country. In spite of these drawbacks, 
however, I think the summer here will com- 
plete his recovery. He sleeps without opiates 
now, and is not disturbed by the sound of the 
cars and other noises, as tre was at rst.“ 

Tun Taiscunxe correspondent greeted Mr. 
Kelly as be was sitting in the parlor this moru- 
ing, and asked about the improvement in his 
health, Mr. Kelly replied quietly: “Iam do- 
ing very well.“ “To what do you attribute 
your ailment?” “Ihave been troubled with 
insomnia for more than a year. Yes, I 
have a strong constitution, but have inherited 
a weak stomach, and dyspepétia is at tlie bot- 
tom of my trouble, 1 am not so badly off as 
in 1869, when I went abroad for three years.” 
“Did the work during the campaign injure 
your” », yes. Last fall I ought to have 
entirely oéased work, but did not wish to be 
misrepresented. If I had refused to give per- 
tonal attention to the calls that were made 
upon me I would have been accused of treach- 
ery, and the best doctor’s evidence would not 
bave answered as a valid excuse. For wees 1 
often weut to work with oniy a cup of coffee 
in the morning. The reaction followed at the 
close of the campaign.” “ What do you think 
ot Cleveland's Administration?”

A Celebrated Literary Woman Who 
* “Sdoffed ‘at Marriage and Had 


Her Resolute Battle Against. the 
She Despised--A Change in Her 
Later Daye 


— — — 


Upon no woman ot the century has the pub- 
lic red its eye with a more eager interest and 
curiosity than upon Aurore Dudevant, known 
to the world as George Sand. | 

The utmost hights of panegyric and sdule- 
tion have been scaled in deseribing her and her 
work, also the lowest depths of denunciation 
and of calumny. Her admirers describe her 
as being not only the greatest genius of her 
timg, which perhaps few. will dispute, but as 
being the most magnificent and adorable of 
women as well; while her detractors can find 
no language in which to express the depths of 
their loathing beth for ber life and some 
of her works. As usual, I think that 
a just estimate of such «a character 
as thie will be found becween the two extremes. 
She was neither a monster nor a saint, but a 
woman of magnificent qualities and of defects 
upon n corresponding seale. As with her life 
so with ber works. Seme are undoubtedly 
pernicious to an alarming degree, while the tn- 
fluence of others cannot by any stretch of im- 
amination be called bad. The two kinds may 
perbaps be divided under the bead of earlier 
and later works. When the tumultuous feel 
ings and wiid visions of youth were calmed by 
age a new kind of literary product came forth, 
And her iife in its latter years was as quiet 
and ran as little against the tradidons of men 
as did her books. ö 


> ** 

George Sand was born in 1804, and descended 
from Marshal Saxe, the natural son of the King 
of Poland. This Marshal Saxe was one of the 
bravest but most licentious men of bis time—a 
time not noted for its domestic virtues. She 
was brought up in the country until 15 years 
of age, in the midst of the elegances of an 
aristocratic home. But her unbounded vital 
ty calied loudly for an out-of-door life, and she 
lived the life of a boy, never wearying of its 
rude sports and enjoying its sometimes dan- 
gerous excitements. At the close of ber 16th 
year she was taken to the Augustine Convent 
in Paris, where she remained for three years 
and where she pussed through a very intense 
religious experience and came near becommg 
a nun. It is a curious piece of speculation to 
try to imagine what her iffeasanun would 
bave been had this design been carried 
out. Would the prayers and Ilitanies, 
the nanoces end the fasts, have 
tamed her wild blood? Would ber nature have 
still asserted itself under the cap of the sister? 
Would she have led a revolt against authority 
within the chureh as she did without? Are 
there any such fierce, tumultuous natures as 
bere today kneeling on stony cloister floors? 
Can matins and vespers, the odors of incense, 
and the sacred ceremonial of the church 
fill up tor an ardent nature all that tue service 
oi the world suppiies? Wesball never know, 
for the real bistory of a faithful daughter of 
the church wil never be written. The story 
of the three years of George Sand’s convent 
life is very charming, tull of variety and sin- 
cerity, and matebless in point of style, but it 
is a fragment.

She came out of the convent a young wom- 
an knowing absolutely nothing of real life. 
This is the object of all who have charge of 
young giris in France—to keep them in perfect 
ignorance of the world. The safety that lies 
in knowledge its utterly forbidden to them, 
They are supposed to be children, and are 
watched over as such until a marriage can be 
arranged. And this marriage, what- 
ever it may be, tis usually ac 
cepted by the xgxirl as an escape 
from a sort of slavery. She fs always told that 
she may only do the things she desires to do 
after marri And it ig very unusual for 
any giritoo to the wishes of ber friends 
in tba matter. The whole aystem.of marriage 
iv France is so utterly abominabie that no other 
civilized land would tolerate it. and this sacri- 
fice of the young and ignorant is only one of 
its diabolical parts. Aurore Dudevant did not 
seem to object more than the rest. dhe was 
married and lived for eight years with her 
husbadd, becoming the mother of two chil- 
dren. 

She then left him and ber estate of Nobant 
and went up to Paris, taking her two children 
with her. Sbe sacrificed her personal iortune, 
which was considerable, in doing so, and was 
obiiged to earn her own living. She tried va- 
rious things in the artistic line before she es- 
sa: ed the writing of books. At last wits one 
grand bound she leaped before the world in 
* Indiana.” Of course she had written some 
things of small value before this, but that won- 
derful book was really her introduction to the 
world. And it brought the Whole literary 
worid to her feet. Thereafter her friends were 
the first men of France. De Lamennois, 
Pierre Leroux, Michel, Alfred de Musse 
Chopin, Liszt, Delacroix, Béraoger, Suin 
Beuve, Gustave Planc Mass ni were her 
friends, ber intimates, or lovers.

Alfredj de Musset was the first who found 
favor with ber heart, it appears, and they 
were inseparably associated for about three 
years. This brilliant young poet, 80 skeptical, 
so sud, so audacious, so dissolute, was the 
first of this famous eoterie ot men to become 
madly infatuated with George Sand--but far 
from the last. It is asserted that each in turn, 
and many more beside, were the victims of 
her luring wiles. For many years the wildest 
stories were afloat concerning ber and her en- 
chantments. Aud the tact that two or three 
of her most ardent worsbipera ended their 
lives for ber sake only 
the interest and the 
which the world of respectatility and morality 
looked upon this strange woman. She bad 
broken once for all with the world of conven- 
tionality, and was free to follow whatever in- 
clination seized upon her, unrestrained by aught 
but conscience, for I am far from thinking 
that she ever parted permanently with that 
disagreeabie but useful monitor. 

So she lived out ber brief romance with De 
Musset, and, apparently uumindful of his 
tragic end, entered upon a new episode of her 
lite with that most remarkable modern musical 
genius, Chopin. 

Boe was faithful and devoted to him for 
about eight years—a part of which time they 
spent upon the Island of Majorca in almost 
utter solitude. Ha was @. morbid, dreary in- 
valid, jealous beyond endurance, and often 
euifermmg much at his hands, probably much 
more than she had at the. bands of poor Mon- 
sieur Dudevant, and she abandoned him aijso. 
Less blame has been attached to ber in his 
case than in that of poor Ah red de Musset, 
who had the sympathy of all classes and con- 
ditions of men, apparently, from that day to 
this. She tried to vindicate herself in the 
affair by publishing a book entitied “ Bite et 
Lui,” wherein she depicted the sufferings of 
an angelic woman, all tenderness, love, and 
patience, whose fate was joined to that of a 
man all egotism, selfishness, sensuousness, and 
eccentricity. 7 

How grandly the woman suffered and how 
wantonly the man flung away is to 
with all the impassioned fervor of 


whole prooveding was revol ly low, and no 
more than matched by that of the rejoinder, 
which was made in a book called “Lui et 
Elle,“ written dy Paul de Musset after his 
brother's death. In this book the picture is re- 
versed—a hideous woman is portrayed, utterly 
selfish, dissoltite, heartiess, dnd her lover, who 
is easily recognized as Musset himself, fs 
described as baving almost all of the heroic 
virtues.

who first struck the keynote—the doctrine is 
essentialiy bers in all ite parts. That she 
denounced the whole system of mar 
riages of convenience is an honor to 
her; that sbe proclaimed love as the only true 
foundation for marriage is equally an honor; 
but that she assai.ed the institution of 
marriage as a Whole and overleaped its bounds 
and became a law to herself in the 
matter is her weakness and ber shame. 
I know it is frequently denied that she did this. 
It is said that she did not agsail the institution 
of marriage, but only the things that are per- 
betrated in its name. But all the same ber 
eloquent expositions of ill-assorted unions, her 
daring uppeals from the obligations they im- 
pose to the affections they outruge, her aseer- 
tion of the rights of nature over the conven- 
ons of society, have the final effect of justify- 
ing the violation of duty on the precarious 
ground of passion and inciination.

Aan able writer long ago said: “ Nobody 
who knows what the actual life of George Sand 
bas been can doubt for a moment the true nat- 
ure of ber opinions on the subject of mar- 
riage. It ie not a pleasant subject to touch, 


and we should sbriok from it if it were not as 


notorious as everything else by which she bas 
become famous io her time. It forms in real 
ty as much a part of the philosophy she desires 
to impress upon the world as the books througn 
whieh she bas expanded ber theory. It is

But 
you cannot, busied as you are with 
watching and ey | up in al dt 
echons your dykes which the flood is 
invading; the material existence of this society 
ot yours absorbs all your cares, and requires 
more than all your efforts. Meanwhile the 
powers of buman thought are growing into 
strength and rise on ali sides around you. 
Among these threatening apparitions there are 
some which fade away reSnter the dark- 
ness, beeause the hour of life has not yet 
struvk, and the fiery spirit which quickened 
them could strive no longer with the horrors 
of the present chaos; but there are others that 
can wait, and you will tind them confronting

But she rises after a while out of her depths 
of passionate contention with a world out of 
joint, with the reign of stupidity and the 
tyranny of convention, into serener agu: 
and in her later books she gives us exquisit 
pictures of nature, with which she bas the 
closest sympathy; lovely stories of rural life 
and gentle tales of perfectly pure love. Her 
passionate resentment against the world has 
worn itself out and sie is calmer, wiser now. 
Her daughter, too, Solenge, has grown 
to be a woman and has a lover of 
her own, and the bousehold thoughts and 
cares and the tenderness of a serious 
and unselfish cast which creep into a mother’s 
heart upon such occasions shed their sweet- 
ness upon this wayward soul and inspire 
it with congenial utterances. Now she looks 
back and says: 

„My poor chidren, my own flesh and blood, 
will perpaps turn upon me and say: ‘You are 
leading us wrong; vou mean to ruin us as well 
as yourself. Are you not unbappy, repro- 
bated, evil spoken of? What have you gained 
by these anequal struggies, by these much- 
trumpeted duels of yours with custom 
and belief? Let us do as others do; 
let us get what is to got from 
this easy and tolerant world.” This is 
what they will say to me. Or at best, if, out ot 
tenderness for me, or trom their own natural 
disposition, they give ear to my words and be- 
lieve me, whither should 1 guide them? Into 
what abyéses shall we go and plunge ourselves, 
we three? For we shall be our own three u 
earth, and not one soul with us. What shail 
reply to them, if they come to me and say: 
* Yea, life ia unbearabie in a world uke the. 
Let us die together. Show us the path of Ber- 
nica, or the Lake of Stenio, or the giaciers of 
Jaques.’ * 

Again in the later times she said: “Let us 
all try to be saints, and if we succeed we WII 
knew all the more how dificult a thmg it is, 
and what indulgence ig owed to those who are 
not yet saints. Then we shall acknowledge 
that there is somethmg to be modified, either 
in law or opinion; for the aim of society should 
be to render perfection aceessibie to all, and 
man is very feebic when he atruggies aione 
against the mad torrent of custom and of 
eas. 


A very wise saying truly written out of her 
own experience. Sad, too, as is much of her 
later writing, though there is not in it the pas 
sionate despair of ber earlier work.

She Mved to be 72 years old, and had known 
and experienced many phases of life; the tu- 
multuous passions and the wild revolt of youth, 
the cooler and more self-contained life of mid- 
die age, and the sombre color of a rather hope- 
less old age.

BASS FISHING—AN ANGLER’S VIEWS. 

May 1 is the t. me set apart by the game fish 
laws of the several States adjacent to Chicago 
in which the streams and lakes which abound 
with the black bass may be fished. The in- 
clement weather experienced during May, 
however, leit the beauties quite secure from 
the aliu baits of the angier, and it is only 
within the last two weeks that any active prep- 
arations have been set on foot tor an attack 
upon the preserves of the bass. During tliat 
time the many resident angiers have improved 
their evenings at dome by taking down their 
fishing-rods 
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hundred pounds of bass in one day. Messrs.

Although the 
majority of our sugiers still stick to the casting 
of the minnow, or trolling with spoon bait, I 
bave carefully watched the inorease of the fly 
trade, and find that so many have experienced 
such great success with flies that others are 
beginning to take up this line of sport, and the 
demand for fiy rods for biack buses is in- 
creasing daily; why, | know ot two gentiemen 
who last week took thirty black bass with flies 
at Twin Lakes in one day, on rods weighing 
only four and one-half ounces. stil, the popu- 
lar way is to use short rods, about eignt to 
ict and one-ha.f feet long, rather stiffish in 
the butt, and carried out to tips with 
sufficient taper to make a perfect.y balanced 
rod. With this rod a four-multiplying reel is 
used and a very fine braided silk line, either 
water-proofed or dressed, being the best ior 
minnow casting on account of its reeling com- 
pactiy, although the enameled line runs more 
freely througu the guides. Ia hooks or cast- 
ing a No. 2-0 or 80 sproat book suelled onto 
doubie gut, with a good-sized minnow cast, are 
most used. I Know of some angiers who make 
excelient cast 100 feet or more, directing tne 
bait to aliebt where Mr. Bass is waiting for t. 
In trolling a short rod is used, with a fine 
water-proofed enameled line, and a No. 4 skin- 
ner or a No. 8 uammered spoon, the boat being 
rowed gently, with only momon enough 
to enable the soon to revolve at a medium 
rate of speed sousto keep it of the bottom. 
Tuis method is good at thia particular time of 
year. as tne bass are lying deep, and when you 
strike a n one on your book, with 
100 feet or m “or line out, and see him jump 
out of the water three or four times bel ore you 
reel bim to the boat, it gives your soul and 
body a thrill that you long remember; then 
when you see him writhmg one or two

HB BAYS THE BLACK B RACE Is A SCRUB 
| RACE, AND BOUND TO DIB OUT. 
ATLantTa, Ga., June 3.—The Hveniny Journal 

today publishes an interview with ex-Senator 

Robert Toombs on the fnture of, the negro. 

They are bigs views as they would have been 


given in the North American Review bad not 


bad health prevented the preparation of an 


article for that periodical. 

He gays that his syeech on slavery in Tre- 
mont Temple, Boston, is as true today as it 
was then, and will be for all time. The negro 
race is an inferior race. He was 60 created, 
and, if God had not intended to make him in- 
ferior to the white man He would never have 
created bim black. All history shows bim to 
be incapabie of governing himseif. He can- 
not, therefore, govern countries, or any- 
thing else. The position of the Rev. Dr. 
Haygood, that the two races must rise or 
fall together, be says is very foolish, The 
negro race is dependent on the white for every- 
thing. He does not think they can be edu- 
cated. It willbe found in the end that as a 
race they are uneducationable. He says edu- 
cation is increasing crime among them. A ne- 
gro is out of bis element at the blackboard. 
His natural home is the cotton-patch and the 
plow. There he bas always done best; there 
he will always do best. As to the future of 
the negro ne in the South, be said: 

It is the plainest thing in the word. he will 
die out, Het is dying out now, I think Lougbt 
to understand the census. I bave studied enough 
I tell you that itis being falsely interpreted 
by certain people in thie country. The negro 
is dying out as a race; he is bound to die oun. 
That is what will become of bim. Itis the 
history of all inferſor races, and bere is the 
‘Droad distinction. The negro race is a scrub 
race; the white race is 9 thoroug 
In time the scrubs are bottud to die out, but the 
thorougbbreds live on to procreate the species. 
It is a law of God, and cannot change.”

GRAIN AT BUFFALO 


THE REDUCTION OF THE STORAGE — 
THERE. — 


The dispatch from Buffalo in Werd uden- ö 


ing’s papers to the effect tnat the Western Ele- 
vating Association had decided to reduce the 
grain-storage rates at Buffalo one-haif does not 


appear to have caused the slightest sort of a 


panic in Chicago, In fact many sbippers had, 
after reading it, paid no iurther attention to t, 
not deeming it of sufficient importance to load 
their minds with, 

At the office of C. E. Culver, in the new 
Board of Trade Building, Mr. Culver being 
absent, an inguiring reporter was informed 
that the action of the Western Elevating As- 
sociation bad not and could bave no effect of 
any consequence bere, This firm, not being 
very heavy Eastern shippers, did not pretend. 
however, to gage the feeling here on account 
as the action, and referred the inquirer to other 

rms. 

In the office of Irwin & Green the matter bad 
been more specialiy considered, but when 
asked as to its eflect a member oi the firm said 
it wou.d bave none in Chicayo. Said ne: “It 
is an effort to inerease the grain in storage in 
Buffaio for the month of June, for I hardly 
th.ok this low rate of three-eightba of a cent 
per bushel will last any longer than through 
this present month. Ia the case of aman with 
damaged corn who wants to ship it to Buffalo 
to have it blown, for they bave better facilities 
tor biowma it there than we have here, this 
low rate would be of great advantage, but it so 
bappens that the corn is goud this year. Also, 
should a corner in June corn be gotten up bere 
larwe quantities could be shipped from bere to 
Buffalo and stored to create an artificial defi- 
ciency, but as to legitimate business this new 
departure of Buffalo will bave no effect wnat- 
ever. She wants to increase ber grain in store, 
that's all, and took this method of accomplish- 


ing it. * 

Very little importance was attached by the 
elevator men to the action taken at Buffalo. 
The general opinion was pretty well voiced by 
Mr. Wheeler of the firm of Munger & Whee.er, 
wno said that Buffalo never coaid become a 
ereat storage place for grain, sven though 
storage Were reduced to almost nothing. Buf- 
Lalo, before reducing its storage rates, should 
attend to the reduction of its charges or the 
transier and elevation of grain, which were 
double those of the West.

AN EX-CONGRESSMAN'S VIEWS.

Secretary Manning at- 
tempted to secure this conference, with praise- 
worthy persistency, no less than four times, 
He met Jobn Sherman one day on Pennsyiva- 
via avenue, and John asked tim how be was 
getting along with it. Mr. Manning looked 
rather blue, and replied: Not rapidly, Sen- 
ator.’ John gave one of his remarkable smiles 
and observed: Tou might as well try to 
make a hybrid of fire and ice as effect a com- 
promise between the silver and anti-silver 
mena. I've been there, Mr. Manning.’ This is 
the substance of the whole matter. Although 
Mr. Manning bas bonestly made every effort 
to bring this extremely vexed question to a so- 
lution, aided by repeated conferences with Mr. 
Cleveland, be is actually no further toward his 
goal than when he began.“ 


THE SUBJECT IN WASHINGTON. 

Wasainoron, D. C., June 6.—[Special.}—The 
report that Samuel J. Tilden, Secretary Man- 
ning, Gen, Warner, and representatives of the 
silver question had virtually decided upon the 
outlines of a compromise bill attracted atten- 
tion at the Treasury for a short time today. 
Secretary Manning bas considered the silver 
question, and there was some ground to think 
that be had attended such conferences. This 
was promptly contradicted by officials au- 
thorized tospeak for Secretary Manning. One 
of these gentlemen said that the plan outlined 
by Gen. Warner had been presented, and nat- 
uralliy commanded some attention. There is 
no foundation for the statement that 
it has received the approval. of 
Mr. Manning or of Mr. Tilden. 
Such is not the case. The plan is not a sew 
one. It has lou been known that Gen. War- 


oe —„— 


pian bas not received the indorsement of the 
** silver kings” or of the silver or anti-silver 
wing of the Democracy. Another Treasury 
official suid that Secretary Manning had at- 


tended no conierence at Greystone at which. 


the Warner compromise was broached. Secre- 
tary Manning, according to this authority, 
hopes to secure the passage of a bill sus- 
pending the silver coinage on a fair 
fight, but that he is politician and diplomat 
enough to be ready to make coocessions to 
the silver men rather than accomplish nothing. 
The compromise now proposed contains many 
features highly objectionable to the Secretary, 
but if it shall be indorsed by the silver ele- 
ment of the Democracy and shail prove to be 
‘the only practicable way of doing away with 
the silver coinage it may receive the Secre- 
tury’s consideration. At the present time the 
Administration is by no means willing to accept 
such a compromise, and is not likely to do so 
until it is shown that another effort to induce 
Congress to stop the coinage unconditionally 
cannot succeed. Instead of seeking compromises 
with silver men at this stage, the Department 
is encouraging an agitation of the silver ques- 
tion in the South calcuiated to bring the Coa- 
gressional deiegations from that section to the 
front in opposition to the coinage. The peti- 
tion signed by the bankers and business-men 
of South Carolina protesting against the stand- 
ard dollar is said to be one of a large number 
of formidable documents bearing on this sub- 
ject which will be presented to Congress by 
Secretary Manoing in December. The fight 
will be on the principle that the coinage should 
be unconditionally suspended. s 


A BANKER’S OPINION. 

Concerning the plan proposed by Gen. War- 
ner for the solution of the silver probiem, the 
President of a Chicago bank had these obser- 
vations to make: 

„It is an improvement on the present law 
because it takes the risk of loss, as it at pres- 
ent exists, trom the people who may happen to 
be holders of silver certificates and puts it on 
the Government itself; or, in other words, on 

the whole body of the people. It is objection- 
able because it introduces a new form of money 
‘receivable for all duestoor from Government 
and between banks, but not between individ- 
vais.’ A form of money in which there is no 
juggiery should be good enough for the rich 
man and the poor man alike, for the Govern- 
ment and banks, and all corporations. The 
kind of discrimination suggested is evil in its 
nature.

Good Fishing Grounds Sudden'y Disoovered 
by Residents of Elgin and Marengo 
A Mysterious Mail Robbery. 


STRINGFIELD, II., June 6.—(Special.]—More 
than the usual number of members remained 
in the city today, includmg two or three who 
are on the investigating committee, Haines 
went to Chicago on the noon train, after im- 
proving every opportunity to express bis con- 
tempt for the Legislature over which he pre- 
sides.

Since the authors of tne 
documents are known, the course of the 
committee will probably be to sub- 
peena them. That this course is feared 
individual members ot the committee 
already have. reason to know. They are begin- 
ping to feel the pressure from influential 
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sources not to make things unpieasant for 
various well-known lobbyists who have spent 
a goodly portion of the last six mofiths in 


Springfield. It is these persons who led the 
unsuspecting sandbaggers into the trap. But, 
sooner than appear before the committee, they 
are willing to let bygones be bygones. Pressure 
also comes from members who have a great 
personal interest in not having the investiga- 
tion take too wide a scope. They urge that the 
weather is too hot. and the session too short 
to justify the committee going out of its way 
to run against unpleasant fact Tneir idea is 
to let the matter rest with the Exposure which 
is sure to follow the butterine investigation. 
The committee cannot, if it would, fail to run 
down some of the oleaginous facts which have 
been common property for a month past.

A MAIL ROBBERY.

In most méstances they 
were clever imitations of the finest and most 
expensive goods of foreign and dome manu- 
facture.

He said 
that the styles of Chicago custom tailors did 
not suit them; that they got their supplies 
from the Eastern States, and they found 
by experience that Eastern only were 
salable. He called attention to the fine work- 
manship and trimmings of bis goods, and said 
the Chicago custom tailors here were far be- 
hind their Eastern rivals: and in respect to the 
lining, binding, and trimming generally 
these goods appear equal to the 
most expensive of eustom- made goods. 
This is the secret of the suvcess of 
the imposition. Wulle the reporter was in the 
store a sale was made by another? salesman of 
asuit for $35, which had been originally 
ordered for $75." This was vouched d by 
thie whole staff. 

Several other establishments ot the misfit 
persuasion in the beart of tne city were visit- 
ed. With slight variations the mode of pro- 
cedure seemed the same. One place seemed 
to run a lower class of goods than tne first, 
and made a speciaity of odd trousers and cbil- 
dren’s suits. In every case the goods seemed 
of the same class—made expresg@ly for the eye, 
but the wearing qualities had bepa left in the 
background. In answer to inqulries an experi- 
enced clothing manueucturer gave the {oilow- 
ing ju or mation: “The misfit business? 1 
could tell you something about it. Its first 
start was iv Philadelphia about bine years ago. 
A man who was then acierk on South street 
there first thought of it. He gota wholesale 
firm there to buck him and opened a small store. 
In tb ee or four years he built up an enormous 
business, and his place cov balt a block. 
He spent enormous sums fur advertising. He 
was smart and piled up money tapidiy. The 
business spread all over the East and North. 
and for a long wulle was the Al racket. But 
it’s about played out there. 1 im told the 
Originator has changed the name of his place. 
He sometimes used to have a few suits made 
by the best tailors in his own city and New 
York and make a great show in. his windows 
and in the newspapers about hem They were 
worn afterwards by him or hie clerks. I don't 
<ipeces an outsider ever got ome on bis back.

Often the trimming of the goods costs more 
than the outside materiai. The ‘suckers,’ see-

“Ie the making and selling of these goods 
profitabie?” 

“I should say so. The retail dealers make 
from 35 to 60 per cent profit; and the manu- 
facturers maxe a good deal more than they 
could on staple goods. 

The reporter then visited what is known in 
the clothing business as a fre store.“ This is 
worked on a different principle, and catches 
a different class of people. They are trav- 
eling concerns, and usually take a store on a 
well-known street for a few weeks. The 
length of their stay altogether depends on their 
success. They put out glaring advertisements, 
offering suits for $3.70, trowsers for 89 cents, 
hats for 25 cents, undershirta, socks, etc., at 
almost less than nothing. In their bandabills 
they state that the stock isthe saivage of an 
enormous fire in New York. The tirm they 
menuon nobody ever beard of, and the location 
given could not be found by the most 
expertenced expressman, for the best of all 
reasons that no such street as the one named 
is known in that city. On visiting this place, it 
will de seen that no money bas been expended in 
fittings or show. On plain planks is a mass of 
goods, mostiy of the roughest description. The 
price charg in most cases is much more 
than the same‘class of goods could be obtained 
for in the outfitting houses bere, who supply 
the working ciass. They keep a fair supply of 
better ciass goods, suits from $10 to Dut 
the price charged is in no case lower than in 
the regular houses. Those who have any knowl- 
edge of such goods will at once see that the 
furnishing goods, hats, shoes, etc., are the off- 
scouring and refuse irom auction and jobbing 
houses ail over the country. Asan inet&nce of 
this, the man who gave the intormation re- 
specting® the misfits said that he had sold 600 
pairs of men’s trousers at 37% cents per pair 
to one of these dre men. The cloth was ten- 
der and not fit to send out to his reg 
ular customers. These trousers de 
sold at 89 cents. Such goods are al- 
ways in demand for these establishments, 
and as the quantity is no object they-can gen- 
era.y buy them at their own price. This is 
one or the most profitable of the clothing 
shams, aithough the expense of carrying it 
onis enormous. The continual moving of the 
stock from town to town, the traveling ex- 
penses of the staff, and freight of goods from 
distant points, eat up alargeamount. But the 
profits are so grea: and the amount of business 
done so extensive that those who work u field 
new to this class o@#mposition thrive amazing- 
ly. Whiie the reporter was at this place the 
casbier seemed to be at work almost constantly. 
And the ten or twelve clerks did not have much 
resting time. The customers were mostly 
strangers to the city or working people. The 
visitor had the honor of been taken’ by the 
most gentiemanly of these clerks to their mis- 
fic department, and bad a great difficulty in 
making bis escape without buying a suit for 
$27. worth perbaps from 816 to 818. 

In conversation with one of the best custom 
tailors on Dearborn street, be said: Misfits? 
Yes, we sometimes have them; sometimes we 
go for three months or more without anything 
of the kind, but I sappose that in the course 
of a year we may, for various reasons, have 
perhaps from four to six suits left on our 
bands. I never sold a suit to a wisfit store. I 
don’t know that I would if I could. I don't 
know any custom tailor who ever did sell them 
anything.” 

A well-known State street tallorsaid: ‘“ Mis- 
fit stores are unmitigated frauds; they don't 
get a suit made to order for a man once ip two 
I never sold anything to them.
